SJt.O. 381. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the Class III Non-Gazetted Non-minlsterial posts in the 
General Staff Branch, Army Headquarters In the Ministry of Defence, namely:- — 

I. Short title, — These rules may be called the Ministry of Defence, General 
Staff Branch, Army Headquarters (Class III Non-Gazetted Non-ministerial posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1965. 
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2. Application, — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column lot the 
Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number, classification and scales of pay, — The number of the said posts, their 
classification and the scales of nay attached thereto, shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the said schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method ol 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected 
therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 12 of the said Schedule: 

Provided the upper age limit specified In column 6 of the said Schedule for 
direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Sche- 
duled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accord- 
ance with the general orders of the Central Government issued from time to time. 

5. Disqualification. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligil.de for 
appointment to any of the said posts; and 

(b) No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wile 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to any of the 
said posts: 

Provided that the CcntraL Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
.grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of thiB rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is ol the opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient to do so, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons.

Cantonment Taxation 


S.R.O. 396. — The folhnving bye-laws lor regulation of matters and things 
relating to the supply and use of piped water in Ajmer Cantonment, made by 
the Cantonment Board, Ajmer in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (34) 
of section 282 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), are hereby published 
for general Information, the same having been previously published and having 
been approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as required by sub- 
section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely:— 

Bye-Laws for the Regulation of matters and things Relating to the. Supply and 
use of piped water in the Ajmer Cantonment, 

1, No person shall bathe himself, or cause himself to be bathed by any other 
person, at. or by the side of any public stand post or wash or cleanse or cause 
to be washed or cleansed at, or by the side of such stand post, any vehicle, 
carriage, or cart or any dog. horse or other animal, any cloth or wearing apparel, 
any utensil for cooking or other purposes, any leather or skins of any animal or 
any foul or offensive thing. 
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2. No latrine or urinal shall be connected to a pipe line. 

3. Every person drawing water from any public stand post shall, immediately 
on completion of such act, close the tap so as to stop the flow of water, 

4. No person shall use water from any public stand post, except for drinking,, 
without first drawing it off into a vessel. 

5. Any contravention of bye-law 1 , 2, 3, or 4 above shall be punishable with 
a fine not exceeding fifty rupees.
